palatable truth remained persistent 
ly in evidence that the fuel economy 
credited to the earlier and smaller 
units could not be depended upon 
in the big dicaels required for 
veasels of high power. 

It was in comparison with the 
admittedly spendthrift steam ton 
nage that the diesel showed to such 
advantage. The horse-power requir- 
ed in a single set of engines was 
well suited to show the maximum 
dlesel efficiency, and the cult of the 
big cylinder had not progressed 0 
far as to suggest that serious diff- 
culties wera likely to supervene with 
Increased size of unit. 

There Is now sufficient experlence 
avaitable of high-pressure steam and 
water-tube boilers, a3 applied to 
Jarge ‘fast ‘passenger vessels, to

SYDNEY “HARBOUR. 


Hydrographic Survey by 
the Commissioners 


A matter of great Interest to the 
shipping world in general, aud that 
portion of it Interested in Austra- 
lan trade In. particular, is the 
hydrographic survey of Sydney Har- 
bour now being undertaken ‘by the 
Sydney, Harbour Trust ‘Commis- 
sioners, since it will. be tho first 
complete’ hydrographic survey ever 
made of the harbour, its bays and 
estuaries, ° 

Historically Sydney Harbour Is 3 
fascinating subject from any angle, 
but it iq Interesting to note that the 
first survey dates back to that made 
by Captain John Hunter, R.N., in 
1788, ‘and. teferayce to the chart of 
that survey, a small hand map, was 
made by Commander M. Flinders of 
H.M.S, Qloop. 
- In 1822 @ second survey vas car- 
ried out by Lieut. J. 8. Roe, RN, 
and the result was shown on a small 
map plotted by the Hydrographic 
Office, London, in 1826, Lieut. Roe 
revised this survey in 1856, and in- 
cluded soundings taken by Captain 
John Hunter in 1788, and by the 
French Investigator, M. Freycinet. 
In 1890 a chart of the port was 
published by the Hydrographic 


Office, under the supervision’ of| 


Captain W. J, L. Wharton, 
RN. F.RS, and . compiled 
from surveys made by  offi- 
cers of H.M.S, Lark, between 1857 
and 1888. This chart was from 
time to time revised. by the Ad- 
miralty, bat did -not include the 
Parramatta River abové Gladesville, 
or the Lake Cove River, or contain 
the detail necessary to enable the 
commissioners to proceed with thelr 
scheme of port development. 

It was in 1901 that the Sydney 
Harbour Trust Commissioners as- 
sumed control, and they then soon 
found that the partictilars available 
of all previous survey were utterly 
inaufficlent to provide the necessary 
data for the development of tho port 
consistent with Sydney’s rapidly 
srowing seaborne trade. After 
several more or less inadequate sur- 
veys, the commissioners decided in 
1928 to make a really comprehen- 
sive survey of the whole of the port, 
including the bays and estuaries. 
During that year'the* important 
section of the harbour extending 
from. Goat {sland :to Fort Densiay 
“was surveyed. in de tail, but it was 
not until 1926, when the hydrogra- 
phic staff of the trust was Increased 
for the purpose, that the work was 
continuously proceeded with, 

Last year several important addi- 
tional sections were surveyed, and 


‘fat June 80, 1929, a total area of 


about 9,600 acres, or nearly 70 per 
cent. of the navigable waters of the 
Fort, including all-the main chan- 
nels, had been’ surveyed, the un- 
finished sections comprising most of 
the Middle Harbour, Long Cove, 
and a portion of the’ Parramatta 
River. The work is‘ being carried | 4 
on in much greater detail than on 
any previous occasion, and all shoals 
and obstructions of any kind ara 
belng recorded. ;

CARGO AT TUS. PORTS. 


Shipping Board Looks 
Into ‘the Laws. 


é DEVELOPMENT * PROJECTS. 

The experimental and engineer- 
ing development projecta which 
are expected to fall, within the 
scope of the Shipping Board’s 
programme for the balance of this 
fiscal year are disclosed in the 
hearings before the sub-committee 
of the Appropriations Committee 
on requirements + for the ‘board, 
reported to the House recently, 
states a Washington message. 

The work projected includes in- 
vestigation of material handling 
equipment and methods in indus- 
trial work which may be applied 
to loading of ships and cargo 
handling on*piers.. This, the com- 
mittee was told, will not involve 
actual expenditure for any equip- 
ment, but is expected -to incur 
some expense in connection with 
the continued study of the, sub- 
ject. 

Other projects are: Research 
and reports of welding methods 
in actual use which may be ap- 
plied to ship construction; plans 
and specifications and “possible 
installation in a selected Shipping 
Board vessel of low pressure 
turbo-electric power augmenta- 
tion; purchase and installation of 
oil-water separating devices under 
development, to eliminate vessels’ 
expense of bilge and ballast: dia- 
eharge in harbours; Investigation 
of proposed automatic steering 
device for vessela based on earth 
induction principles used in con- 
nection with ‘standard magnetic 
compasses; further trials of ves- 
sels to check modal basin results 
with the full sized ship,-and dis- 
semination by publication and 
otherwise of results attained, by 
the Bureau of Construction in 
carrying out "the various experl- 
ments under the engineering de- 
velopment programme. . 

Last year $500,000 was made 
avaliable for the programme, and 
approximately $235,000 of that 
amount will have been obligated 
at the end of. the present flecal 
year, and the board requested that 
the unexpended balance be made 
available for next year to carry 
out the projected work. The com- 
mittee acceeded to the request in 
order to wind up and complete 
experiments already begun. . 

In explaining the progress of 
the programme to date the board 
stated that $98,600 had been 
spent. The board explained that 
due in part to delay in carrying 
on the work at the Washington 
Navy Yard’ in connection with 
model tank experiments, owing .to 
Navy ‘work taking precedence and 
to. the natural delays in getting 
under way, items of an experi- 
mental or development nature 
there ‘has not been expended to 
date from the engineering deve- 
lopment fund as great a sum as 
was, anticipated .when estimates 
for the present fre made.

Pilots P¥ess ‘for 
Revision, 


The revision of the anchorage 
areas in New York Harbour, os- 
pecially in the lower bay, s0 aa to 
providé sifer fairways and ap-’ 
proaches to’ docks and additlonal 
anchorage space, is advocated in 
resolutions adopted by the Board 
of Commissioners ‘of Pilots of the 
States of New York and New 
Jersey, which have baen forward- 
ed to Washington as well as to the 
Governors of the two States and 
the various organisationa interest- 
ed in ‘development of the port. 

Recommendations. of the pilot 
commiationers point out that 
while there has’ been an increase 
of more than 113 per cent. in the 
commerce of the port in the. past’ 
ten years, the anchorage grounds 
available for ocean-going vessels 
have been contr*cted rather than 
expanded, and tnat the resultant 
cerious congestion now constitutes 
a grave danger to apping, 

Complications due to the time 


limit on some of these anchorages, ; 


it is further stated, often force | 
vessels to impede the progress of 
athers by manoeuvring ‘for ‘posi- 
tions other than those they had 
expected to occupy: Ships favour- 
ing the weat aide of the channel 
between Governors Island and the 
Quarantine .ara often endangered, 
It is stated, by vessels safliny into 
the saandl from ‘anchorages.

graves amongst the bamboos on the 
bank. - They would give no in- 
formation to Fathers Lareno and 
Cavada, who, as yet were not cer- 
tain whether the missionaries 
had been killed or not. It was only 
with the greatest difficulty that one 
of the peasants was induced to give 
aome rough indication as to the 
place where the bodies might be 
found, The Fathers called the two 
loved names again and again in the 


hope that an answer might come. |’ 


At ‘Inst some withered bambooa at- 
tracted their attention and under- 
neath they discovered first Father 
Caravario and then Mgr. Versiglia. 
Not far away they came upon the 
burnt remains of vestments, and 
books, including: the Bishop's bre- 
viary. They procured a rough 
coffin for the Bishop, but had to 
have one made for the Father. Then 
the ‘sad procession returned to 
. Ling Kong Hau. From there’ the 
bodies were brought, under military 
escort, to’ Shiu-Chow. Father 
Caravario was buried at the en- 
trance to St. Joseph’s Church, 
Hosal.

Tho funeral obsequies.on Thura- 
day, March 18, were very impres- 
eive. They began at’ 880 a.m.’

Reservation by Hon, Mr, J. P. |

1—We regret the necessity for 
this reservation but we are unable 
to sign the Report without it on 
account of ita recommendations 
relating to Caroline Hill as con- 
tained in paragraph 11 (a) and 
and parngraph 12 of that Réport, 
with which we are in disagreement. 
2,--We do not agree to the sale of 
the Caroline Hill area, at present 
and fr some time past allocated 
and extensively used as a playing 
field, as “a means of financing the 
more expeditious completion” by 
the Government of the scheme for 
reclaiming and laying out Aber- 
deen Inlet for recreation grounds. 
3—Our reasons for disagree- 
ment are as followa:— 
(a) The carving of Caroline Hill 
for building purposes would 
- spoil the amenities of the Soo- 
kumpoo Valley now almost ex- 
clusively devoted to the pur- 
pose of playing fields the 
benefits of which are enjoyed 
by mon of the Services as well 
as by civillans of all nation- 
alities. The conspicuously 
successful Grand Tattoo, held 
for a period of three consecu- 
tive days in October 1928, 
when.thousands of residents 
of, and visitors.to, the Colony, 
enjoyed a magnificent spectacle

ARGENTINE’S SNUB 
Buenos Alres, Yesterday. 
Wireless telephonic communica- 

tion between Argentina, Urguay, 

Chile and the United States was 

officlally inaugurated in speeches 

by President Hoover and the Pre- 
aldents of Chile and Urguay, which 
were heard perfectly here. 

The failure of Senor Irigoyen, 
President of Argentina, to parti- 
cipate in the Ceremonial fnaugura-j 
tion of the wireless telephone 
system, linking the north and south 
Americas, is regarded here as a 
direct snub to the United States. 

Shortly before the conversations 
were timed to begin Senor Irigoyen 
cabled to President Hoover that the 
President of Argentina: was un- 
able to participate “on account of 
a sore throat.” It [s generally 
believed, however, that Senor 
Trigoyen intended by holding aloof 
to register a protest against the 
proposed United States tariff on 
Argentine wheat and the increased ' 
duties on flax seed. It Is also re- 
called that Senor Irigoyen has so 
far failed to replace the Argentinian 
Charge d’Affalrs at Washington by 
an Ambassador.—Reuter’s Amerl- 
can Service.
